Poincare Now Is for 
Ratification. 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—(/)—The debt set- 
Hements between France and the Unit- 
ef States and between France and 
Great Britain now appear likely to 
come up for ratification by the French 
garilament during the present month 
sefore the summer recess. Ever grow- 
ing opposition of financiers, as refieci- 
ef by the press, to shelving the Wash- 
ington and London funding agreements 
until October, apparently has caused 
’ Premier Poincare to recede from his 
determination and oft announced posi- 
tion of “no immediate ratification.” 

Report by News Agency. 

A report issued by the sem! Official 
Havas Agency tonight, evidently in- 
mired by the government, is authority 
for this statement.

For the second time within eighteen 
months Samuel Loseff, Northwest side 
druggist, fell victim to bandits yes- 
terday. 

The first time a lone robber, after- 
ward identified as Fred Papke, “the 
lone wolf,” held up Loseff’s drug store 
at 3767 Southport avenue, and escaped 
with $140 in cash after shooting and 
killing a customer, Archibald Murchie, 
of Vancouver, B. C. This was on Feb. 
26, 1925. 

Early yesterday, as Loseff drove into 
an alley in the rear of his home at 
1427 North Hoyne avenue, a young 
woman and two men stepped from the 
shadows. Each had a revolver. Cover- 
ing Loseff, they scrambled into his 
car, relieved him of a wallet containing 
$18, and compelled him to drive them 
to his drug store at 495° Fullerton 
avenue. 

. Girl Captains Bandit Pals. 

The girl, who seemed the bandits’ 
leader, stood gu&rd over the druggist 
while the othe.s searched for money. 
dope and whisky. 

They found little of any and the girl, 
who wore on orange coat and hat and 
a jaunty silver fox piece about her 
neck, expressed her indignation by 
flourishing her gun perilously close to 
Loseff’s ear. 

“This guy’s got money. You can’t 
tell me. I know him,” she cried to 
her companions. 7 

Find More of His Money. 

So the disgruntled bandits forced 
Loseff to drive them back to his garage, 
and there, lying where the Wruggist 
had tossed it when accosted by the 
robbers, they found another wallet 
containing $132. Then they compelled 
Loseff to drive them again to his store 
where a second thorough search was 
made for loot. 

Again disappointed, the bandits 
bound Loseff with wire, forced a gag 
into his mouth and took him in his 
‘own car to Diversey parkway and Kar- 
lov avenue, where they dumped him 
out and drove away. 

Several hours later the groans of 
the druggist attracted the attention 
of a watchman who released him.

I. Zangwill,- 
Noted Jewish 
Author, Dies

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Israel Zangwill, 
noted Jewish author died at a hospital 
in Midhurst, Sussex, this afternoon, 
following a two month’s illness after 
a nervous breakdown. Only last week, 
physicians reported that he was im- 
proving. ‘ 


Israel Zangwill was an ardent Zion- 
ist and founder of the International 
Jewish Territerial organization. The 
novel, “ The Children of the Ghetto,” 
published in 1892, made him famous. 
He was the author of many Jewish 
plays, some of which were produced 
in New York in English and Jewish. 

Mr. Zangwill was born‘in London on 
Feb. 14, 1864, He became a journalist 
and founded and edited the Literary 
Journal, Ariel, and the London Puck. 

He made several efforts to create set- 
tlements abroad for his race, and was 
persecuted by Russia under the czarist 
régime. 

At the Zionist congress in Basel in 
1905 he urged acceptance of a British 
proposal for a Jewish settlement in 
British East Africa. Later he advo- 
cated a Jewish colony in Galveston, 
Tex. Then he suggested settlements in 
Mesopotamia. 

Mr. Zangwill visited the TWnited 
States in 1904, 1908 and 1928. On his 
last visit he became involved in a con- 
troversy over Zionism’s political status. 
Mr. Zangwill early entered the fight 
for woman suffrage. He urged the 
Jews to support the allied cause in the

The address given by the Rev. Mich- 
ael O'Sullivan, pastor of St. Bridget’s 
church, Archer avenue and Chureh 
place, may be considered typical of 
the feeling among Catholica, Many 
priests, however, simply referred to the 
request of the pope ard of Cardinal 
Mundelein, whose letters were read in 
all the churches one week ago. 

'“ The same spirit that led to the at- 
tempt to banish church schools from 
the states of Oregon and Michigan un- 
til prevented by the ruling of the Su- 
preme court is responsibie for the pres- 
ent persecutions in Mexico,” said Fath- 
er O’Sullivan. 

“ The Catholic church is the bulwark 
of the conservative forces in the world 
as opposed to radicalism and the bol- 
shevist element now leads in Mexico. 

“The determination on the part of 
the government to close the schools is 
especially to be deplored. Close the 
schools and you put out the eyes of the 
people.” 

Cardinal Mundelein in his ietter 
spoke of the prayers of tens of mil- 
lions praying at the same time and for 
the same purpose ag “a terrific force 
to move against a foe.” 

“The object of this campaign of 
prayer is not one of hate or revenge, 
said Cardinal Mundelein, “ but one of 
charity and forgiveness.”

“It is forbidden by the law that any 
individual in the exercise of his min- 
istry or priesthood of any religious 
creed, by means of written declara- 
tions, or talks or sermons, should pub- 
licly incite his readers or hearers to 
ignore the political institutions or to 
disobey the laws or the authorities or 
their mandates. 

Charges Attacks on State. 

“Probably this article is the one 
that in the judgment of the Mexican 
episcopacy hinders preaching.

teachers gave $376,000 to their. pension fund, while 
the taxpayers gave $753,000. No city in the world 
provides so liberally for the old age and disability 
of its employés, and there is, therefore, no reason 
to fear that administration by public officials would 
be hard hearted. Mr Sikes finds that administra- 
tion by representatives of the beneficiaries tends 
toward extravagance in approving claims, an ex- 
travagance of the sort which is likely to arise when 
other people’s money is being appropriated. He 
adds that ff there is a deficiency the city has to 
make it up, in itself a convincing reason for placing 
the management of the funds in public hands. 

It is this aspect of Mr. Sikes’ program which is 
likely to meet with the most bitter cpposition. The 
representatives of the city’s employés on the va- 
rious pension boards are not likely to abdicate 
willingly. It is to be hoped that the employés will 
have the good sense to study Mr. Sikes’ report for 
themselves and weigh his argument against the 
representations of the opposition. After all, it is 
the city employés themselves who will gain most 
from an economical and disinterested management 
of the funds.

IN OR OUT OF THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


THe TRIBUNE printed a story of the Manila 
water system Saturday. A conduit is being laid 
from, a new dam to carry water thirty miles to 
the metropolitan area. Two American contractors 
had the work. The laborers began to suffer from 
malaria, fifty cases a week developing, and there 
were twenty-five deaths. The natives refused to 
enter the dangerous territory. The contractors 
appealed to the native board of health for relief 
and were advised to build a hospital. They then 
appealed to Gen. Wood's staff, and Maj. Parker 
investigated and assigned a doctor, who soon had 
the situation in hand and the malaria stopped. 

The native authorities had lacked the compe- 
tence to handle a simple problem in the adminis- 
tration of the health office, and the incident led 
some American observers in Col. Thompson's party 
_ of inspection and inquiry to conclude that Filipino 
independence meant certainly a plunge back into 
disorder and disease. 

That is probably true. It may be inevitable. 
Under competent and adequate American super- 
vision, with such an administrator as Gen. Wood, 
the tranquillity, prosperity, and health of the 
islands can be guaranteed. With that supervision 
withdrawn the native .incompetence, to name 
nothing else, will destroy what American regula- 
tion has built up. Ps 

Americans are considering the islands for larger 
development, rubber being most in mind at pres- 
ent. Great possibilities are there, and if realized 
should increase the well being of the islands and 
may be of great importance to the United States. 

What is to be done with the Philippines should 
be definitely determined before American capital 
undertakes a Philippine expansion. If the Fili- 
pinos are to be given their liberty and their free- 
dom to work out their own destiny, however di 
tressing, that should be understood. Then rire f 
ican enterprise will not be caught in the tribal 
uprisings, in the insecurity of life and property, 
and in the diseases arising from the collapse of 
sanitation. 


‘We have thought that the United States was 


dangerously exposed in islands it was not in a 
position to defend. As our relations with Japan 
grow better that danger is lessened. Sentimentally 
the islands have a claim on our affections. We 
have always recognized that. They are an inter- 
esting part of American history. They may be 
an economic asset. They might be a military 
danger. Sentimentally, again, Americans have 
differing opinion as to the Filipinos themselves, 
some wishing that they would remain contented 
under benevolent American supervision, others 
wishing that they could achieve their desire for 
competent and complete self-government. We are 
cértain that there is nothing but good will here 
for the people themselves, but the American deci- 
sion must be based upon the requirements of the 
United States intelligently considered. 


EXPLAINING LOCAL 
POLITICS. 


Senator| Reed in the course of his inquiry into 
local politics said: “I confess I do not understand 
Chicago politics.”” A down state political manager 
then in the witness chair said: “I confess I do 
not either.” And yet the understanding is simple. 

For the most part the persons who make Chicago 
politics are to be explained by their desire to get 
theirs. If the down state Manager does not know 

that of down state politics he may be informed that 
it holds good there also. Senator Reed might find 
that there is some truth in a similar observation 
regarding Missouri. And it will probably hold 
good in most parts of the United States. 

The efforts of Chicago politicians to get theirs 
haye resulted in splitting up into factions and 
groups. As Mr. Wright, the Negro leader in the 
Second ward, testified, in the Second ward he is 


the “group” himself. The activities of the groups 
may seem confused, conflicting, and to have vari- 
ous motives, but the explanation we jhave given | 
_ will cover the situation with some such exceptions 
as can be found to any general rule. 


THE CITY’S PENSION 
PROBLEM. 


George Sikes, secretary of the Chicago pension 
commission, haf reported in favor of unification of 
the administration of the various pension funds for 
city employés. He does not believe that the pen- 
sions of firemen and clerks should be identical, but 
he believes that a good deal of money would be 
saved if one official managed all the money and 
the accounts. We do not see how Mr. Sikes’ argu- 
ment can be succesefully attacked. 

At present the pension funds are administered 
by separate boards, on most, if not all, of which 
the representatives of the beneficiaries are in the 
majority. Mr, Sikes thinks that even if the admin- 
istratiqg must be by separate boards, each board 
should be made up in the majority of members 
appointed by the mayor. His argument here, too, 
is convincing. Mr. Sikes points out that by far the 
jlatger part of the pension funds is contributed 
by the taxpayers. For example, the police them- 
selves contributed $600,000 to their fund in 1925, 
while the public contributed $2,000,000. The school 


ments and said that he regarded the enforcement 
of them as mandatory on congress and that he 
would vote for legislation to make them effective. 
It is becoming customary for candidates for the 
senate to say what senators they will permit to be 
elected and seated from other states: Gov. Blaine, 
for instance, has said that so far as he is con- 
cerned the people of Pennsylvania shall not be per- 
mitted to elect Vare, whom the Republicans have 
nominated. But Mr. Blaine, although for making 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments effective, 
doubts that he would deny the right of southern 
senators to take their seats even if it is only the 
white vote which elects them. He would not hold 
the candidates accountable for the restricted vote. 
Senator Lenroot, Gov.: Blaine’s opponent, was 
asked about the enforcement of the amendments 
but was prudent and reserved, unwilling to discuss 
the subject without knowing the law and the facts 
in a particular case. Mr. Lenroot is in the senate 
and Mr. Blaine is not. 
We are sure that Senator Reed, although ap- 
plauding the age old struggle for liberty, for the 
right to vote and for an honest count and setting 
himself against the man who would contaminate 
that right, would agree more with Mr. Lenroot 
than with Mr. Blaine. He might regard even Mr. 
Lenroot as radical in thinking that the law and 
the facts in a particular case should be investigated 
as a basis for’ opinion. : 
It is probably true that Missouri does not find 
it necessary to restrict the suffrage much to insure 
white control, but Mr. Reed in his own party in the 
senate knows many senators who would not be 
there if the age old struggle for liberty had given 
all citizens the simple right to use the ballot. 
If Gov. Blaine had been born in Georgia he’d 
probably be a Democrat. If he ran for the United 
States senate it would be as a Democrat and he 
would not know that the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments were in the constitution except as the 
fourteenth has something to say for property 
rights. If Mr. Reed had been born in Wisconsin 
and were now trying to findgas much trouble as 
possible for Mr. Lenroot, he might discover these 


*|amendments and make his plea for the simple use 


of the ballot much more inclusive than he intends 
it to be now. :

MONEY AND MORALITY IN 
POLITICS. 


The Wisconsin Anti-Saloon league is out for 
funds for the September primaries and November 
election. A reader sends us an appeal of the state 
superintendent “for as large an amount as pos- 
sible.” 

The wets, says the appeal, “now seek by illegal 
and unconstitutional referendum and straw votes 
to deceive the people and to’ evade the stitu- 
tion,” so, lots of .“ financial help” is ncbhed “to 
rouse the people everywhere on the supreme im- 
portance of this whole question.” 

If the Anti-Saloon league is so anxious to arouse 
the people everywhere we should suppose it would 
welcome the referendums and straw votes, for they 
are most effective methods of publicity and ought 
to rouse the people everywhere they are taken. 
But the Anti-Saloon league doesn't like them and 
always puts out an order to drys not to vote, thus 
providing an alibi when the vote goes against it. 
What the league needs is money and plenty of it 
to grease its own peculiar methods of “ arousing 
the people.” The fact is that this organization, 
with its clainis to high moral purpose, is the great 
protagonist of organized money in politics. No 
other cause or interest has ever made such ruth- 
less use of the collection box in our whole history. 
By its own confession it has spent millions year 
after year in political organization, propaganda, 
and pressure. The radicals talk about Wall street 
and the money power, but here is a money power 
the makes the barrel of the best heeled party 
boss look like Mother Hubbard's cupboard.

Good golfers are not heavily muscled. 
The strong man has no advantage as a 
golf player. There are some forms of 
athletics in which a man may become 
a world’s champion and have nothing 
above his collar ;the records prove that.

Not true of golf. No nit-wit will ever be 
the world’s champion golfer. 


Golf is the old man’s game. Why? 
There are several reasons. It can be 
played slowly. There can be plenty of 
time between greens, or even between 
shots. There need be no violent exer- 
tion. There is no need for great balance 
between players in any particular. It 
can be played alone. These are reasons 
enough for making golf the old man’s 
game, but at that there are more and 
better reasons. Twenty years added to 
middle age will ruin a man’s game at 
tennis or handball. It will harm his 
fame at golf, but it will not ruin it. 
That’s another good reason. ; 

The supreme quality in golf is co- 
ordination. Bobby Jones is world’s cham- 
pion principally because he codrdinates 
well. His nerves of sensation and of 
action, his various groups and sets of 
muscles, his eye — all this machinery 
works together in just the right way. 


|The papers say John D. Rockefeller plays 


a good game of golf at 87 because he 
keeps his balls straight. That’s the re- 
sult of codrdination. He does not drive 
far, but he drives straight. In other 
words, he has little muscle strength, but 
he has coédrdination. All the parts of 
his golf playing machinery work in har- 
mony. 

The power of coérdination is main- 
tained far into the years of senescence; 
another reason why golf i@ an old man’s 
game. And still another is the fact that 
golf puts a premium on concentration. 
The golfer learns the art of relaxation. 
That art consists in keeping his mind 
centered on the doing of the job in hand; 
keeping every helpful muscle and nerve 
centered on its task, and then relaxing 
all other parts of the works. The power 


of concentration is retained well into the 
period of senescence, and that is another 
reason why golf is an old man’s game, 
in the sense that the old man's game 1s

CAIRO.—Reports from Missouri are 
of a threatening character. Gen. Pil- 
low has actually mfoved into the south- 
eastern part of the state with a heavy 
force of rebels. He issued a procla- 
mation announcing his intention of 
driving out the federal forces and re- 
instating Claib. Jackson as governor 
at Jefferson City. A division of the 
rebel army, probably Missourians, un- 
der the notorious Jeff Thompson, are 
within twenty miles of Bird’s Point. 
Gen. Pillow’s army is from 12,000 to 
20,000 in number, and well supplied 
with cannon and siege guns. The 
rebels have taken possession of the 
road through West Prairie from New 
Madrid to Cape Girardeau and are evi- 
dently preparing for an attack on 
Bird’s Point. Gen. Fremont, with a 
fleet of eight steamers, all loaded with 
troops, has started down the riverfrom 
St. Louis, evidently for Bird’s Point. 

WASHINGTON,.—It was learned 
that the President himself called Gen. 
McClellan to his present post. 
cided majority of the cabinet would 
have preferred to let things remain as 
they were under Gen. Scott, but Lin- 
coln would not budge. It is believed 
that Gen. McClellan is even now heat- 
ing an iron which will be brought into 
unpleasant proximity to the rebels. It 
is rumored that Gen. Wood is to be 
immediately called into active service 
and assume command at Fortress Mon- 
roe in place of Gen. Butler, who will 
be ordered to coéperate with Gen. Mc- 
Clellan.

BALTIMORE.—The Deutschland is 
off! On the second anniversary of 
Germany’s declaration of war against 
Russia, the German submarine mer- 
chantman set out from Baltimore on 
its return trip to Germany, with a dec- 
laration of confidence from its com- 
mander, Capt. Paul Koenig, that he 
would take it home in spite of the 
heavy odds it would face after it 
reached the three-mile limit.

Koenig said he would have to pass be- 
tween the warships oecause the water 
at the three-mile limit is not deep 
enough to permit the submerging of 
the submarine below the warships. 

LONDON.—The Russian armies are 
continuing their advances on Kovel and 
Lemberg, and have dll but reached the 
defenses behind which the Teutons 
must make their last stand for the two 
great strategic points. 

BERLIN.—" According to a very 
cautious valuation,” says a German 
army headquarters statement, “the 
total Anglo-French losses in the Somme 
offensive will reach 350,000 officers and 
men.” 

AMSTERDAM.—Kaiser Wilhelm, a. 
Berlin telegram says, issued a procla- 
mation to the German forces on land 
and sea in which he said: ‘* Comrades, 
the second year of the world war has 
elapsed. Like the first year, it was for 
Germany's arms a year of glory. On 
all fronts you inflicted new and heavy 
blows on the enemy. With God's 
gracious help I am convinced that your 
future deeds will equal those of the 
past and present.” 

NEW YORK.—Charies E. Hughes, 
in a speech to 500 women, said he was 
against “ sex politics,” and in favor of 
women, in common with men, having 
all a citizen’s rights and duties. Twice 
during the day the Republican candi- 
date for President declared he favored 
an amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion granting the vote to women 
throughout the United States.

Chicago, July 29.—Mr. Harwood Freaty 
suggestion {which you indorsed e@ 
torially] that the Chicago avenue water 
works tower be preserved as a memoria 
to the Chicago fire of 1871 seems to me 
to be excellent. 

There is another reason why the we 
terworks tower is of historic interes, 
for it was in and upon this structus 
that electric lights were first publidy 
exhibited in Chicago. An indoor test 
was made on April 25, 1878, and the 
next night an attempt was made “t& 
light up the north side from the top 
of the tower.” A Brush dynamo and 
two Brush arc lamps were used, bet 
they were, of course, crude, largely ex. 
perimental pieces of apparatus, and g 
the first outdoor demonstration did net 
come up to the exaggerated anticps- 
tions of press and public. Tue Crease 
DAILY TRIBUNE in its issue of April #, 
1878, gave an account of the test, I 
is interesting, but too long to quote herm 
The light was slow in making its a» 
pearance and the crowd became menae 
ing. THE TRIBUN®D writer goes on: 

“Before their designs were carried 
into execution a faint gleam of Mght 
from the summit of the tower attraded 
attention. The gleam slowly gathered 
into a ray, which slanted through the 
darkness and succeeded in bringing inte 
unpleasant prominence a shed 
the vicinity. The ray at its brighter 
was about a foot broad at the start an 
widened to perhaps 20 feet at the tam 
on the ground, Yet it gave forth @ 
exceedingly uncertain light, flickering 
about unsteadily and often. going @& 
tirely out, then breaking forth agais*® 
unexpectedly, but never attaining aay _ 
remarkable brilliancy or steadiness.”

Safeguard in American Ideals. 
The Vice President ventured the 


opinion that “‘in the fundamental at-' 


titude of the people of the west toward 
all American institutions is found one 
of their greatest safeguards and that 
upon all fundamental questions con- 
cerning property and individual rights 
the west will be in the vanguard of 
defense when they are attacked.” 
Turning back to the dark days of 
the 90s, when the west went through 
the “gruelling experience of a tem- 
porary collapse of its fondest hopes,’’ 


e Mr. Dawes declared that its people, 


“then, as now, in adversity as well as 
prosperity, stood solidly behind law 
and order, American institutions, and 
the American constitution.” 

- “The west talked some in those 
days,” he said, “ but it worked more. 


Conservatism and Radicalism. 


“The west is young, and, being 
young, it is often impatient. Like the 
young, it rails quickly at deep seated 
abuses. If it sees anything wrong 
in the administration of the govern- 
- ment, it does not discuss the hopeless- 
ness of changing it or the desirability 
of keeping it because of certain illegit- 
imate benefits to the community. It 
arises and attacks it. 

. “The best friends of the govern- 
ment most strongly insist that its 
power be not abused. It is this ten- 
dency that is so often misinterpreted 
in the east as being radicalism. So far 
from being radicalism in its true sense 
‘it. is the west'’s conservatism.”

reason for the increased production of transpo 
tion per employe was the increased skill of the i 
dividual employe ; another reason was the 45 per 
cent increase in the railway investment in the same 
period. Railway employes in 1925 had more and 
better fOols of all kinds with which to work than 


The increased productiveness of railway em- 


wages exceeding the increase in the cost of living. 
The increased productiveness of the railway invest- 
ment, however, has not been commensurately re- 
warded. The total amount set aside by the rail- 
roads in 1925 for interest and dividends—the wages 
of railway capital—was only 18 per cent greater 
than in 1913. To maintain their 1913 level in 1925, 
even with no allowance for the increase in the cost 
_of living, the wages of railway capital should have 
increased 45 per cent, in accordance with the in- 
creased investment of the railroads. 


Capital can no more be coerced into continued 
employment without adequate reward than labor 
can. Therefore, it is important to keep the wages | 
of railway capital on a basis favorably comparable 
with the wages earned by capital in other lines of 

railway expansion to 
meet the greater needs of the future lies in the 
ability of the railroads to attract a ready flow of 
capital, just as the future of railway employment 
lies in the ability of the railroads to pay favorable 
wages and to provide good working conditions for 


In the final analysis, fair wages and working con- 
ditions must be provided for both capital and labor. 
There is no way to separate their interests and still 
produce railway transportation.

EYES OF LONDON 
AGAIN TURN ON 
FRENCH FINANCE 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Again this week 
the French financial tantrums over- 
shadowed everything else on the Lon- 
don stock exchange. The beginning 
of the August bank holiday found the 
coal situation in England still without 
sign of an early change, so the eyes 
of the “ City ’’—London’s Wall street— 
all are focused across the channel 
where Premier Poincare is doing his 
tinker’s best to mend the broken franc. 
The daily movements in French bonds 
on the London market occupied a prom- 
inent place in all the speculation, fluc- 
tuating rapidly first one way and then 
the other as the exchange teetered up 
and down. Unquestionably the London 
money men refiected to some extent the 
confidence shown by the French busi- 
ness public in Premier Poincare’s emerg- 
ency measures. On the whole the week's 
operations in London demonstrated a 
gradual but steady tendency toward im- | 
provement in the state of mind on all 
matters concerning the Anglo-French 
financial relations. 
In other respects London did not quite 
know how to sum up the condition of 
international business. The German is- 
sues staged a new rise, as did the Aus- 
trians, while Chinese securities fell down 
further than ever on the information of 
added political and military complica- 
ions in the far east. 
Though the actual rubber market was 
dull with an easing tendency, rubber and 
its future was a decidedly interesting 
subject this week, The interest crystal- 
lized around the colonial office’s an- 
nouncement that there will be no change 
in the rubber quota for the next three 
months, so that the Ceylon and Malaya 
exports will continue at 100 per cent. It 
was a close shave; however, the issue 
being decided Friday when a farthing’s 
difference in rubber prices would have 
meant a certain reduction of the export, 
quotas.

Mr. Davis has made a good job of 
turning Mr. Fitzgerald's topical tale 
into a play;—and it is just as well that 
I add the tnformation that, while the 
material is Mr. Fitzgerald's, the play.

without having read the novel. “ The 
Great Gatsby” is the best of many 
plays by Mr. Davis I have seen; but, 
then, I haven't seen nearly all of the 
two or three hurfdred he is said to have 
written. ..As a dramatization of 
what.

The passages of first-per® 
son speculation as to Gatsby’s antece- 
dent career have been epitomized into 
easy ard frief dialogues, which have 
been placed at the right intervals, and. 
so, made to carry along the explana- 
tory phases of the story as they are 
needed. 


The scenes of the book that are in 
New-York, in the wayside garage 
facing the ash-dump, and along the 
road have been, when utilized at all in 
the play, put into Gatsby’s house. The 
garage-man is, in the play, Buchanan’s 
chauffeur; and his wife is brought 
into the scene as a helper-out among 
the ‘servants at one of Gatsby’s costly 
and nondescript parties. Wilson, the 
garage-man, finds Buchanan's cigaret- 
case in his home, and is made 
by Buchanan to believe that it is 
Gatsby’s; and, if this be a device taken 
from the junk-heap of melodrama, it 
is at least as reasonable as that of 
the automobiles in Mr. Fitzgerald’s 
story. The quarrel in the New-York 
hotel, with Buchanan’s brutal ragging 
of Gatsby, loses nothing tn the stage- 
version, where it is placed after 
Gatsby’s catastrophe tn his criminal 
business has been made definite. The 
killing of Gatsby by the enraged 
Wilson is in the presence of the 
Buchanans, Carraway (the J or nar- 
rator of the novel), and Jordan; and a 
new ending brings Daisy in an out- 
burst of tenderness and horror to the 
dead man’s side. As to the prologue,

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Chicago Opera 
Advance Sales 
Break Record 


$75,000 Subscriptions in 
Last Ten Days. 


Grand opera has grown as popular 
as musical comedy in Chicago, and the 
management of the civic company last 
night reported that the advance sale 
of seats for the coming season is the 
greatest in its history. 

The management reports that the 
subscription sales for the approaching 
season at this moment exceed the 
grand total with which the civic com- 
pany closed its campaign last season 
on the eve of the opera premiere. 


- 
In the last ten days alone, the re- 
port states, the receipts for subscrip- 
tions have been $75,000—a ~-figure 
which, the report continues, ‘“* smashes 
all known records,”’ since the receipts 
for the same period last year were 
only slightly more than $2,000. 
“Seventy-five thousand dollars as 


against $2,000," says the enthusiastic: 


report. “ Cash receipts as of Aug. 1, 
equaling the normal advance salé re- 
corded Nov. 1. This is the proud rre- 
ord with which Chicago's Civic Opera 
faces the approaching season.” 

So remarkable has the advance sale 
been that there is thought of abandagn- 
ing what the management calls tae 
“ Opera Mileage Bodk” system, a sys- 
tem under which patrons may pick 
and choose certain performances while 
enjoying all the advantages of sub- 
scribers—a system which alone net? ««* 
the company more than $100,000 law 
season. 


But while the tnormous increase in 
patronage is significant in other ways, 
it will not eliminate the usual deficit 
that results from the presentation of 
opera in Chicago. The management 
says it should reduce the deficit ma- 
terially from last season's figure; but 
adds that producing costs preclude the 
possibility of “ breaking even,” though 
every seat were sold for every per- 
formance and even should the stars 
contribute their service. 

That situation does not disturb the 
personnel of the management nor of 
the board of trustees of the civic opera. 
The opera lovers are satisfied that the 


epoch making demané for seats is due 


to a legitimate increase in the popu- 
larity of the opera among Chicago s 
people, and that gives them great joy, 
they say. 


“There ig a marked new interest in 
opera in Chicago thay is very gratify-

And a great many 
cases are due to impacted wax.
